Jn IS.'lil, wo believe, 
he was elected to the lower House of Con- 
gress, where ho served two terms. lie was 
then choien to the Senate, and held a seat in 
that body till 1812, when ho resigned. Ho did 
not make his mark in Congress, however, but 
was regarded as one of the lessor lights of the 
IKimoeratie party. Sineu his retirement froi 
Congress, his name han been forgotten by th 
Democracy of thu country, although hu h;i 
taken an active part in the politics of his na 
live State. Of late yeaw hu has been llm rulin 
spirit of tho Concord rugvnur, which sway 
Ihu destinies ot Now llamps'hiro, and ruk 
ihe State with an iron sceptre. It was limit 
ly through his influence that Atwood wn 
thrown overboard by the Democrats last yeai 
when ho would no longer he governed by th 
regency.
